1. The Security Committee reviewed the need for establishment 
of a uniform policy for determining specific areas considered to 
involve undue risks for 00MHTT cleared personnel, 

2. It was concluded that there is an immediate need for such 
guidance. The Security Committee accordingly i^commends that, as a 
temporary expedient, pending consolidatiomof USCIB l}irectives No, 

7 and No, 14 with a directive on cond7ict of OOMINT production 
activities in hazardous areas, USdB J)irective No, 14 be r^ 
vised as follows: 

a. Change the title of the Directive to "Exposure of 
OOMINT Personxiel to Hazardous Activities", 

b. Change paragraph Il.e, to II,f, and reword as follows: 

"f , Transit thro\:igh the Soviet zones of Germany and 
Austria unless on official business via official air, 
rail transport or convoy on regular U,S, approved 
routes," 

c. Add a paragraph Il.e, to read: 

"e, Dut;^’’ k^SigninetttS And visitte- other than uha'^oid-’ 

able transi'o stops while traveling on official orders 
in areas considered currently to involve an undue risk, 
(^ee Appendix A,)" 

d. Appendix A to include: 

(1) Hong Kong, Macao, the Associated States (Indo China). 

(2) Berlin*, Vienna*, Yugoslavia and the Porkkala Area ■oC 
Finland. 

* Authority for teigjorary visits, other than for 
leave, may be delegated to the senior field repre- 
sentative of the USCIB member concerned provided 
a record is made of the purpose and authorization 
for all such visits.
